A Press correspordent, at Otta- 
wa, writes noder-date Dec.7: With 
unofficial returns from yester- 
day's general election virtually 
complete this morning it was 
spparent that for the first time 
in yoars Canada had elected a 
Parliament with a majority 
favouring reciprocity with e 
United States. In the naw House 
of Commons Mr. W. L. Mackenzie 
King, Liberal leader, will bave 
« clear majority over all parties. 
He will thus become Prime 
Minister of the Dominion. The 


Progressives, also favouring re-} 


Ciprocity and a low tariff, will rack 
second, aod the bigh tariff party, 
hesded by Premier Meigher, 
third. Mr. Meighen himself was 
defeated in Portage Ia Prairie, 
Man., bis home district 

The of the Moeigben 
Government, with its high tariff 
platform, was as spectacular as 
the defeat of Sir Wilfrid Laurier’s 
Liberal Administration in 1912 
on its policy of reciprocity with 
the Dnited States. In yesterday's 
election, high tariff, as champion- 
ad by -Premier Meigben, lost to 
the reciprocity programme of Mr. 
King.

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AN OLD PACIFIC PROBLEM.

; Reuter evidently assumes that people in the Far East 
feel some interest-in the dispnte between Chile and Peru, 
-aseries of little messages having come along during the 
tfew weeks. This matter bas, in troth, reference'to an 
old Pacific problem, seeing that the parties have extensive 
stretches of littoral aloug that ocean. though on the op- 
posite side of it from here. There is, consequently, a 
certain fitness in this long-ontstanding problem coming up 
for consideration at the time of the Washington Confer- 
ence, which may. have been the prompting cause, whether 
the assembly so designed itor not. It appears that the 
contestants have agreed to refer the question of Tacna 
and Arica, the chief point of difference, to the arbitration 
or at least the friendly counsel of the United States. So 
far ag can be judged at this distance, the services ofa 
broad-minded third party are just what is needed to effect 
an adjustment. The parties, it is reported, are to meet at. 
Washipgiou, presumably in the near future. 

Little light is thrown upon the dispute by the 
messayes, yet the encounter which arose out of it in the 
nintli decade of Iast céntury bas been described as ‘the 
bloodiest conflict. on record.” This nay appear astoaishing 
ssben it is covsidered that the total forces could have been 
put into a small corner of the theatre of war ia Flanders 
and Jost sight of.’ The meaning becomes sufficiently 
mucifest when itis mentioned that, after four years of 
ruthless warfare, the decisive encounter terminated in the 
literal annihilatiun of the Peruvian force. By @ great 
rock in the provines of Arica, General Bologuesi and his 
army were surroumled. We dxe the history of the encounter 
to the Chilean side. not oft man among the Pernviap 
force survived that duy of carnage. Both countries arose 
out of Spanish goluaies, and their war goes to support the 
appalliny assertion that conflicts between people of the 
sate rate are the must remorseless of all, What, it may 
be asked. was al! this bloodshed over?

By the Treaty of Ancon, signed in 1834, the victors 
received the Tarapaca area definitely and the right to occupy 
Tacna and Arica for.ten years, at the end of which a 
plebiscite was to be held, the successful nation to pay cash 
compensation to the other. [here were also sundry other 
clauses. .The ten years expired as long ago as 1804, but 
Pern, less progressive than her rival, was in a state of some 

“disorder, besides which thé countries could not agree upon 
the mabner in which the referendum should be taken. The 
Chilean occupation has thus been prolonged from year to 
year and from decade to decade. Negotiations for arbitra- 
tion were fruitless, and in 1910 diplomatic relations were 
severed. In 1912 Peru.made a proposal respecting the 
refereadum, but,Chile did not accept.
